But in no public treasury, either National or 
State, is this money to be found. And no’ 
public body; either National ‘ or State; will 
venture to levy the — taxes nee alone 
can raise it. 

The alternative of 8 compulsory draft ‘is 
the only available resort; but to be available, 
it must be applied in a new manner. . Hither- 
to the-compaulsory process of the Enrollment 
Law has been almost at deadjfailure. The 
whole number of drafted men and substitutes 
ever obtained in this State under that process 
has been'but a trifle over nine thousand ; 
and we have quite come up te the average 
of aJl the loyal States in that regard. The 
so-called compulsion has been scarcely better 
than & mockery, because eight or nine men 
out of ten, everywhere, escaped from it 
by. paying. their commutation of three 
hundred ‘dollars; which -relieved them 
not only from present compulsion, but from 
all persoual liability whatever for three years. 
The Senate dfd something to remedy the evil, 
by raising the price of commutation, and by 
making it answer only to a single draft, thus 
diminishing the motive to pay it. The House 
repels these remedies, and insists upon the 

present inefficiency of the law. 

’ ‘What does this mean? Does that body 
deliberately design to frustrate the call of the 
President for more men? Does. it intend to 
pit our armies with inferior numbers against 


‘the enemy ? Is it moved by pity to give the 


rebels a new chance in their extremity ? 
Has it come to the conclusion that the war 
has lasted long enough ? or to the other con- 
clusion that.it had better last a great while 
longer ?'Is it afraid of taking the reeponsibil- 
ity of making the Enrollment Law stronger ? 
Does. it. expect that it will best avoid 
all risk of offending the people by taking 
things easy and dojng nothing? We confess 
our utter inability to find any satisfactory ex- 
planation of the conduct of the House on this 
subject. We find ‘it equally hard to suspect 
that bedy of disloyalty, of ignorance, or of 
cowardice ; and yet if the course is not in one 
of these, where is it? - 


The, Way of Peace. — 

Solomon said dong ago that though one 
should bray a fool ina mgrtar among wheat 
with a pestle, his foolishness would not de- 
part from him, and his words are just as true 
now as when they. were uttered.

This 
lattér class is largely composed of those men 
wise in’ their own conceit, whose case 
seemed to Solomon even more hopeless than 
that of the fool. These men’ are ever blinded 
te the actual state of affairs; ever looking 
for help in some quarter whence experience 
should have shown them there was.no b 
of help ; ever expecting results which are 
entirely out of comparison with the means 
employed ;, ever expecting sunbeams from 


_cucumbers. 


As a distinguished epecimen of this’ class 
we can point to the editor of the Atlanta Con- 
federacy, who, though as he acknowledged he 
had had grave misgivings, is now In “sanguine 
spirits.” His expectations are that the rebels 
will “defeat the next forward movement, pre- 
serve “Georgia from invasion, and save the 
Confederacy.”.

The Last Move of Austtia and Prassta, 

The German question’ has letély taken’ s 
new and interesting phase. ‘The “leading 
Powers of Germany—Austria and Prussia— 
finding that the popular current is sweeping 
beyond them, have determined to lead it. 
They have parted from the Confederacy and 
the Diet, have called summarily upon 
mark to revoke the Constitution shé has en- 
forced over Schleswig, have, waited two days 
for her ultimatymi, and then begun the for- 
warding of troops from a point as distant as 
Vienna to Holstein and Schleswig. . The 
forces of the secondary German Pow- 
ers in the Duchies. have already yielded the 
Tight of way to the powerful columns ap 
proaching, ‘and by this time’ Avetrian and 
Prussian regiments have, doubtless, passed 
the Hider, and: ‘the first; bleod has been 
spilt. 

This .sudden and vigorous move of the 
two monarchies—in . striking contrast 
to their ordinary proceedings, whether in di- 
-plomacy or war—has. come upon the popular 
party in Germany like a thunderbolt. -The 
crusade which ‘was about to’ put them and 
the minor States ‘at the head’of the great 
Confederacy, is suddenly left in ‘the hands of 
the very Powers who have the least interest 
in it, and will be the most likely to bring it 
to an impotent conclusion. The House of 
Deputies in Berlin have felt this so keenly as 
to pass very strong résolutions against the, 
action of the Prussian Government, .’.cdn- 
demning its separation from the Confed. 
eracy, and ‘lamenting. bitterly the pres- 
ent position .of — their ¢ountry in . the 
great’ question. The House of .Lords, 
on the other hand, has, we belive, passed 
a resolution of confidence in the Government.’ 
The Prussidn Deputies take the ground that 
the question is now transferred from its 
place as a purely German interest to a Euro- 
pean question, and that intervention is now 
invited: ‘Before, the German Confederacy, 
which had never been a party to the treaty 
of 1852, merely claimed that it was exer- 
cising a right of the Confederacy over one of 
its own provinces, and that no foreign power 
had any more cencern ia the struggle than, 
for instance, Buropean States have in our 
own civil war, Now, however, two of the 
eo-signers of the Treaty of London claim 
that Denmark has broken the conditions made 
to them. individually, on the faith of which 
they resigned Schleswig to the Danish rule, 
and they now unite to ue her, and en- 
ferce German rights. » ~ 

The other signers of the ‘eas are, of 
course, now called upon to declare their po- 
sition, and, in some shape, they must “ inter- 
yvene.” It is not improbable that Austria and 
Prussia, having satisfied the popular clamor 
and retained the leadership of Germany, may, 
after some little appearance of hostilities in 
Schleswig, be quite willing to accept friendly 
intervention.. England is reported: to have 
already called upon Denmark to revoke the 
obnoxious Constitution, which she has firmly 
refused to do. If this rumor be well-founded, 
England will evidently not enter: into war 


with Austria and Prussia, when she thus tac- 


itly admits that the. opposite party has not 
fulfilled her pledges. 

Thé tone of the British official press is alse 
decidedly more peaceful, so that, from. all 
present appearances, we may fairly conclude 
that the two German Powers and Denmark 
will be left to fight out their battles alone in 
tle Dachies.. ; 


Undoubtedly, ifthe existence of the Danish }.- 


Kingdom should seem threatened, both France. 
and Great Britain might interfere even forci- 
bly, but until that event, we incline to doubt 
any general ‘Riuropedn’ war. . Germany, as 
usual, in any great’ crisis, falls, by the hands 
of her friends. Divided on this queation, she 
can have but little influence either on Den- 
mark or on. Europe. Again does the unity, . 
80 long hoped for, for which the best thinkers 
and truest friends of liberty in Germany have 
so patiently labored, fall to ‘pieces by the 
hands of the Kings, and the struggle begun for
